Recent Decision of Maryland Judge 
H o ld s T h a t T h sr e Is N o Pro- 
vio on for Them. 


Baltimore people nill hesitate some 
time before they follow the example of 
a citizen of De* Moines, ta., who dir- 
tsf. i irs wit! Into a talk) if machine, 
for th* r a suit that under the Mary’and 
law a will made In this fashion is not 
legal. 
The law in thin state require* 
the signature of two witnesses to the 
will, which would be Impossible on a 
phonograph, although they of course 
could dictate their names Into the ma­ 
chine and have them thus recorded. 
Judge Harry W. Nice of the appeal 
tax court declared such a will would 
not lie legal. 
There would he no way 
of identifying the molter of the will ex­ 
cept by his voice. Judge Nice pointed 
out. and at present there is no law by 
which the sound of a person’s voice 
<nn be used as a means of establishing 
his Identify. 
He said the time might 
come when courts would recognize the 
voice as a means of Identification, hut 
at present he would not advise anyone 
to make a will in this fashiou.—Balti­ 
more Sun.

Bach tree* hive not yet been grown 
on a commercially profitable scale, hut 
on*- specimen of the oblong tree exists 
tu the school and It Is said to have 
helped In the discovery of the secret 
of such growth. The trunk I* 30 inches 
thick and i* more like an artificially- 
cut hoard than a tree trunk. 
It* curious shape was due to no 
more than a little bruise or two which 
persuaded It to grow vigorously In one , 
direction and not at all In any other. 
A similar bruise on another trunk 
made It grow a round table top of j 
beautifully-patterned 
wood, 
vastly 
harder than the normal tree, in spite j 
of the fact that It grew very much 
mort* quickly. 
Other discoveries and experiments 
prove that an artistic bruise, it may 
he no more violent than strong pies- J 
sure with the fingertip*, can make a 
tree expand In a desired direction. 
lust as an insect by a little Juice or 
well-directed puncture can create a
